When Robert M. La Follette went from 


the Governor's chair at Madison to his 
seat in the United States Senate in 1906 
one of the men he found at Washington 
was Albert J. Beveridge. 


IJeveridge had been in the senate for 


seven years. Elected to that exalted 
station at thirty-six years of age, he had 
already won before the country the prom- 
inence to which his brilliant talents and 
powerful eloquence entitled him. 


'"The boy orator of Indiana" had not 


had the strength to stand alone against 
the Aldrich-Hale leadership which in 
those days ruled the Senate with a grip 
of iron, but when La Follette boldly 
raised the standard of revolt, Beveridge 
bocame one of the little band of "insur- 
gents." 


In 1909 Beveridge stood with La Fol- 


lette and four other brave men who risk- 
ed their political lives to vote against the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff bill. He resisted 
other reactionary policies of the Taft 
administration, defending with his "in- 
surgent" comrades the interests of all 
the people. Just before the Democratic 
landslide of 1910 swept the Indiana legis- 
lature 
,t 
from the Republican column and 


automatically retired him from office, the 
country thrilled to Beveridge's fight to 
r'rivp William Lorimer from his pur- 
chased seat in the senate. 


In 1912 Beveridge became one of the 


,,t;aunchest 
supporters 
of 
Theodore 


Roosevelt and linking his fortunes to 
that great popular leader's temporary 
and superficial progressivism, he went 
down to defeat with the Bull Moose tick- 
et in Indiana. 


The story of Beveridge since 1912 has 


been the history of the struggle of a po- 
litical outcast to win back the power he 
once held in the councils of his party. 


Beveridge has made repeated attempts 


to regain control of Republican leader- 
ship in Indiana. Sach time he has been 
checked by the-Old Guardsmen of the 
state, The Harry News and the ^ Jim 
Watsons have always pointed to his "bad 
party record" in 1912 and in the senate 
and that has sufficed to rob him of pre- 
ferment at the hands of the party bosses. 


In 1916 Beveridge tried another ap- 


proach toward political respectability. He 
joined Roosevelt in that year in desert- 
ing the Progressive party and took the 
stump for Hughes and other candidates 
whose nomination had been acceptable to 
the big interests. 


When the war came, Beveridge went 


into seclusion and wrote his "Life of 
Marshall", a work which has won him 
high praise from critics of historical and 
legal literature. 


Whether Beveridge chose for his study 


the most conservative figure in the an- 


' nals of the bench in order to ingratiate 
himself into the favor of the reactionar- 
ies of his own time must be left to con- 
jecture. At any rate, he emerged from 
his student's cell in 1920, a mendicant at 
the doors of the Republican convention at 
Chicago, seeking an opportunity to ad- 
dress a speech to the greatest gathering 
of Bourbons ever assembled under one 
roof. 
But the Old Guard did not yet 


trust him, and he was compelled to sup- 
press his oratory and contain himself in 
paliuni-e. 


In the fall of 1920 Beveridge renewed 


his bid for the favor of the bosses of the 
Republican party. 
He took the stump 


for Candidate Harding. 
And this time 


he "went the whole hog". In 1916 he 
had made a speech calculated to win the 
Progressives back into the Republican 
fold. In 1920 he made a frankly partisan 
speech and proclaimed his own sturdy, 
regular Republicanism with the fervor 
of a zealot. 


The people of Madison had an excellent 


opportunity to get. the meas-ure of the 
new Beveridge in the campaign of 1920. 


He came to this city advertised to dis- 


cuss the League of Nations. His address 
was one of the most eloquent, logical and 
convincing arguments in condemnation 
of the league, lock, stock and barrel, that 
ever fell from human lips. At the con- 
clusion of his speech, he paid tribute to 
Irvine L. Lenroot, Stalwart'candidate for 
the senate, leader of the "mild reserva- 
tionists" and one of the men '.who had 
done most toward the effort to put the 
United States into the league. 


Beveridge spent the months of last win- 


ter organizing "John Marshall Clubs" in 
every county in. Indiana. Early in 1922 
he announced himself a candidate for the 
senate against Harry S. New, the close 
personal friend of President Harding. 


Beveridge carried his campaign to 


every corner of the state. He condemned 
high railroad rates—without in terms re- 
pudiating the Republican Esch-Cummins 
law which President Harding and the Re- 
publican platform of 19°-0 had praised as 
a great constructive'achievement. 


He condemned the excessive use of 


money in politics—without 
specifically 


condemning the rank and file of Republi- 
can senators who had voted with Hard- 
ing's approval, if not at his behest, to 
seat Truman H. Newberry. 


The race between Beveridge and New 


was close, but it narrowed down to a 
contest that the farmers of Indiana were 
to decide. New counted the-rural pre- 
cincts as his strongholds. But the farm- 
ers had accepted Beveridge's speeches lit- 
erally and believed he was pledged to re- 
peal the Esch-Cummins law. When the 
returns began to come in from the coun- 
try, instead of giving New the victory 
that was confidently predicted, they 
turned the tide for Beveridge. 


Within a fortnight after this triumph, 


won against the president's personal 
friend, on adroit arguments which, by 
implication, at least, condemned nearly 
all that the administration had done, 
Beveridge appeared before the Indiana 
Republican convention and praised Presi- 
dent Harding and congress for their 
"great achievements". 
From the same 


platform spoke Jim Watson, director of 
the steam roller in 1912, evil" genius of 
the Old Guard in the senate, whom Bev- 
eridge in his Progressive days had char- 
acterized as a "porch-climber". 


Thus, even before he had taken the 


oath of office, Beveridge betrayed the 
trust reposed in him by the Progressives 
of Indiana" who had made him the instru- 
ment of their protest against the reac- 
tionary policies of Harding, New and 
Watson at Washington. 


But the Old Guard had work in store 


for Beveridge. The Wisconsin primaries 
were approaching and the Stalwarts of 
the state, unable to escape the premon- 
ition of impending disaster, called des- 
perately for aid from the national head- 
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man H, Newberry, by the votes of forty- 
eight Eepublican senators who conceded, 
that his expenditures had been so un- 
conscionable as to" endanger, the very 
foundation of the government. 


He will not picture the withering har- 


vest of ruined farms and impoverished 
homes wrought by the policy of the Esch- 
Cummins law, defended and- maintained 
by this administration. 


He will not warn the people of a new. 


economic disaster, sweeping upon them 
like a tidal wave in the wake of the 
enactment of the most infamous tariff 
law in history. - 


He will not recount the raids upon the 


American people engineered1 through the 
cabinet which have tpuched the nam«s of 
Mellon, Daugherty and Fall with the 
breath of public scandal. 


But in the minds of the people who 


read his address, these thoughts will 
'arise. - And men and women gathered in

The most significant event in recent political 


history is the overwhelming victory of Senator 
La Follette in the Wisconsin • primaries. The 
swcc-p of his victory and the clearly defined 
issues upon which it was won give it greater 


signifieanci 


quarters of the party. Patronage had 
been lavished upon Lenroot for more 
than a year to enable him to bribe the 
Republican leaders of the state to knife 
La Follette. The Republican newspapers 
of the state had been subsidized. Money 
had been spent like water to corrupt the 
currents of public opinion. 
But these 


were not enough. It would aid in the 
cruxifixion of Wisconsin's great Progres- 
sive leader, it was hoped, if some man 
who had been identified with him in the 
public eye in former years would repudi- 
ate him publicly and attack him from am- 
bush from the rear.

Beveridge brought to bear as he sought 
to deliver his former comrade in the Pro- 
gressive ranks into the hands of his Stal- 
wart enemies. 


But this was not the final step in the 


degeneration of Beveridge and tne prosti- 
tution of his great talents to the uses-of 
all the forces in government he had once 
so eloquently denounced. 


This week in Ohio, on the invitation of

The Daugherty injunction 


was a strong factor in the windup of his cam- 
paign. 


There is not a grain .of comfort in the cam- 


paign and the victory for the Republican ad- 
ministration or the Republican stand-patters. 
La Follette and his associates fought them to • 
a finish and won. 


La Folletle's victory was such a complete 


repudiation of Republicanism as .represented by 
the dominant power in Washington that it was 
rather a Democratic than a progressive Repub- 
lican success. La Follette leans to Democracy 
rather than Republicanism—radical democracy 
to be sure, with elements in it which would be 
repudiated by a large proportion of the Demo- 
cratic party. 
La Follctte's sympathies and 


tenets are strongly Democratic. His platform 
would antagonize the regular Republicans far 
more than the Democrats. 
.- . 


A conspicuous factor in his campaign' was 


his uncompromising fight against the .Anti-Sa- 
,oon League and ajl .the mass of Federal leg- 
islation invading the powers'and rights of citi- 
zens. Antiprohibition arid anti-Federal usur- 
pation were leading cards in his successful con- 
test. His was an outspoken fight against fan- 
aticism and Federal meddling. 


Another factor, of course, in his campaign 


was his reiterated opposition to the' League of 
'Nations and another his fight on the press. 
Only two out of 62 daily newspapers in. Wis- 
consin supported La Follette and printed the 
news of his campaign. He openly accused the 
opposition press of suppressing and distorting 
his utterances and the news concerning his

irohibit-on and the manufacture and- sale of

a further count of the votes cast atsthe recent 
liquor referendum which resulted in a victory 
for the "wets". Sweden now will continue the 
present rationing system, whereby the heads 
of families who prove that they are respectable 
and self-supporting can purchase about a gal- 
lon of strong liquor per month, while any one 


order drinks with meals under legal res- 


triction at public restaurants. 


The final tabulation shows that in Stockholm, 


Gothenburg, and Malmoe, as well as in other 
cities and suburban districts, both men and 
women were strongly against prohibition, while 
in the northern part of Sweden, both men and 
women-were as a rule in favor of prohibition. 
In the capital, for example, 90 percent of the 
men and S3 percent of the women were against, 
the proposed measure. This may be contrasted 
with a certain agricultural section where 90 per- 
cent of the women and 73 percent of the men 
wanted two and' one-fourth percent drinks. 


Jt is interesting no note that the majorities 


of men and women wen on the same side of 
the question in 15 provinces out of 25, while 
in the other 10 provinces, the two sides of ; 
the family seem to disagree in their taste 
for stimulants. 


That Swedish women do not neglect the bal- 


iot is proved by the fact that in Stockholm 
they outnumbered the men at the polls by more 
than 9,000. And the showing for the entire 
country was 800,000 women.as against 938,000 
men.
